Dear Fathers and Brethren— 

Iowa Wesleyan College makes grateful acknowledgment to the 
Iowa Conference for its interest, sympathy and support. During 
the year one hundred and ninety-one have been registered in the 
College of Liberal Arts, and one hundred and forty-four in the 
other departments. The details necessary to the change of the 
name have been complied with, an expert accountant has gone 
carefully over our books and accounts, and the first one hundred 
thousand dollars of the Seventieth Year Endowment has been com- 
pleted. We submit herewith a statement of the resources and 
liabilities of the corporation July 1, 1912:

The above takes no account of five thousand dollars still due 
on the heating plant, three thousand five hundred of which is sub- 
scribed. 

We submit that the resources of the College ought to be in- 
creased by another quarter of a million at as early a date as pos- 
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sible and we ask the Conference to approve the Forward Move- 
ment authorized by the Board of Trustees for this amount. 

We pray the Iowa Conference to seriously consider the increase 
of the Conference Collection for the support of the College. The 
Emergency Fund amounting to about five thousand dollars an- 
nually, is exhausted. While the annual deficiency this year is less 
than during any year of the present administration, still any de- 
ficiency is a serious matter. There are improvements and repairs 
in the plant that are absolutely necessary. No money which the 
Conference contributes by way of benevolences is so immediately 
productive of religious character and power as that given to the 
College. If the Conference could put the College on the same 
basis as missions, and for the next few years direct thenormal in- 
crease of benevolences to the College, it would permit the College 
to run on its present budget without a deficiency and give oppor- 
tunity for some meager repairs and improvements. 

Permit me to record our high appreciation of the valued ser- 
vices of H.N. Smith as Assistant to the President, and request the 
Conference to continue him in this work. 

Dean Elmer E. Lymer needs no mention at my hands. His 
religious spirit, teaching ability and knowledge of every detail of 
administration make his presence in the faculty a constant value 
and pleasure. No one can take his place. Like words, expressing 
the friendship, sympathy and service of Dr. T. J. Myers are justly 
due. He is held in the highest esteem by us all.

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DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 




BURLINGTON DISTRICT 

Dear Fathers and Brethren— 

In making this my second annual report, I desire to express 
my gratitude to the pastors and their families for their universal 
kindness to me during the year’s work, and to the Heavenly Father 
for the blessing of health which has been mine this year. 

During the year there has been but little affliction among the 
pastors and their families. It was reported that Brother G. W. 
Byrkit had suffered a stroke of paralysis and was in a serious con- 
dition, but a later report is that he is improving. P regret to learn 
that Brother A. V. Kendrick and wife have^not],been greatly bene- 
fitted by their change to California. H. M. Burns of Donnellson, 
|1 was in Graham’s Hospital last fall for a month for an operation. 

|i Mrs. S. F. Bishop suffered from a broken arm. 

Last Conference closed with but two places to be supplied, 
; Hillsboro and Kingston. The former was supplied by C. E. Ward, 

who had charge of that appointment last year. I secured Churley 
Bloomquist, a student in the Wesleyan, to take charge of the King- 
ston appointment. Through an exchange with Dr. J. W. Potter, 
Dr. J. M. Brown of Sioux Falls, S. D., was transferred into our 
* Conference and stationed at Keokuk. He has done excellent 

service. 

The pastors went to their appointments at the close of Confer- 
ence and have done faithful service. 

Salaries.— This year’s reports will show an increase of sala- 
ries of about $1500, and with but slight exception the salaries will 
be paid in full. I have been putting forth effort to get the salaries 
up to a living wage, and have found that the laymen as a rule are 
recognizing the inadequacy of the support for pastors, and are 
ready to try for better things. The great difficulty has been to 
make some of the farmers^on the smaller charges see that on the 
meager salaries it is impossible for a man to live in town, and keep 
a team, buy books, school and clothe his family and keep out of 
debt. In order to get an adequate support in some of the charges 
it will be necessary to rearrange these circuits, and I shall recom- 
mend some such changes to the Cabinet at this Conference. 

Building and Improvements.— Mt. Pleasant First Church, 
which was in process of construction at the last Conference, was 
completed and dedicated on the I6th of June. The building is 
beautiful and meets the needs of our people. The church was ded- 
icated by Bishop W. O. Shepard of Kansas City. Dr. W. D. Parr 
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of Kokomo, Ind., had charge of the finances. The church cost, 
including the organ, $47,803.82. There had been raised prior to the 
day of dedication about $19,000. There was needed a little upwards 
of $29,000 to clear the entire church property, parsonage, paving, 
etc., and so it was decided to ask for $30,000. Dr. Parr, assisted by 
the pastor, the official board, former and and neighboring pastors, 
went after the money. It was a day of great and glorious giving, 
and when the evening service closed and the totals had been figured 
up it was found that something over $31,000 had been subscribed, 
leaving over $1,000 for shrinkage. This places this church in fine 
shape to do a needed work for Christ at the seat of our Conference 
college. 

Santa Fe Avenue, Ft. Madison.— This church has been at a j 

standstill all the year because we could secure no money to finance 
its erection. We had hoped to be able to borrow of the Church | 

Extension Society, but thus far have not been able to secure the 
necessary loan to make possible proceeding with the work. We 
trust that some one may be found soon who will loan us the money 
and so enable us to go forward with the work. 

Howe Chapel, on the Kingston charge, will be disposed of, and 
the brethren are getting ready to build a new church in Kingston, 
which is only a little over a mile away. 

At County Line, on the Batavia charge, a new organ has been 
purchased at a cost of $75. 

Birmingham Church expended $260 purchasing a new piano 
and building a sidewalk. i 

Grace Church, Burlington, put $400 on much needed parson- i 

age repairs. 

At Augusta, on the Burlington Circuit, repairs were made on 
the church, costing $150. 

West Burlington has spent $100 on a new roof on the parsonage. 

Danville expended $36 on parsonage repairs. 

Fairfield First Church put in a new steam heating plant in the 
church and electric lights in the parsonage at a cost of something 
over $1,500. 

Repairs have been made on the Bethesda and Pleasant Grove 
churches, Fairfield Circuit, costing $170. 

Donnellson Charge sold the old parsonage for $1400, and have 
added to this two new lots and about $600 in subscriptions pledged 
on a new parsonage. They hope to have the needed amount to 
build next spring. I 

The Keokuk people, under the leadership of their pastor, have ^ 

raised and paid $300 interest and $3,000 on old debt. 

Fort Madison First raised and paid about $500 of old debt. 

On the Hillsboro charge a new fence has been built around the 
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cemetery at Miller’s Chapel at a cost of $114. A coal house at Utica 
at an expense of about $50, and $14 has been used in repairing the 
parsonage. 

Mediapolis re-frescoed the church and repaired the parsonage, 
expending $750. 

Libertyville church spent nearly $175 on improvements. 

Morning Sun expended $180 on improvements. 

Donaldson Chapel, on the Mt. Pleasant Circuit, West, spent 
$100 on a new porch and paint. 

Mt. Sterling church and Story Chapel, on the Mt. Sterling Cir- 
cuit, were improved by a new lighting system, costing $110. 

Mt. Union installed a new lighting plant for the Mt. Union 
church and parsonage, built a new sidewalk, and Trinity church 
and cemetery have been fenced, at a total cost of $335. 

Salem expended $100 on paxsonage improvements. 

Stockport charge built a new barn at an expense of $125. The 
Stockport church put in new hymn books, built an organ platform 
and screened the windows, expending nearly $200. 

The Wayland church was raised up and a new foundation and 
basement were put in, making a convenient arrangement for the 
social gatherings of the church. The cost was $2,000. Finley, on 
this charge, expended $2,000 on frescoing and roof. 

Spiritual.— The spiritual condition of the District is far below 
what it should be. Yet there have been definite signs of an in- 
creased spiritual earnestness among both pastors and people. 
Nearly all the pastors made some definite effort in revival work, 
but many were hindered because of rainy weather in the early fall 
and the extreme winter season. The reports of revival meetings 
show about 500 conversions as a result of the year’s work. 

At Mt. Pleasant First, Mediapolis and New London, the meet- 
ings were union meetings; Ft. Madison First, Batavia, Keokuk 
and Montrose had evangelists to assist the pastors; Santa Fe, King- 
ston, Mt. Union and Stockport, the pastors had neighboring pas- 
tors to assist them. In all these meetings there was much evi- 
dence of revival power and numbers came into the churches. The 
largest ingathering was at First Church, Fairfield, where the pas- 
tor held his own meeting. At Danville the pastor had two very 
excellent meetings, having the assistance of Misses Jackson and 
Jones, singing evangelists. We are looking for more definite re- 
sults in the coming year. 

Benevolences.— We hope to see the reports of the pastors on 
the benevolent interests show decided gains over last year. Many 
charges have made gains, but in a few of the charges local condi- 
tions have hindered the work, and in these charges there will be

some loss. We trust, however, that there will not be sufficient 
shrinkage to cut the gain in other charges. 

Sabbath School and Epworth League.— I believe the reports 
of the pastors will show a decided increase in the numbers in both 
of these organizations. Many of the pastors are not pushing the 
Epworth League work as earnestly as they should. 

Brotherhood.— This organization does not seem to be much 
appreciated by either pastors or laymen. Where we have the or- 
ganization the work as a rule is not pushed. I confess that my 
efforts have not seemed to be very productive of good in relation 
to this organization. 

The Ladies’ Aid.— Nearly all the charges have one or more 
Ladies’ Aid Societies doing efficient work. | 

Iowa Wesleyan College.— The College in June closed an- 
other very successful year. The securing of another hundred 
thousand dollars of endowment by Drs. Schell and Smith will 
greatly aid the finances of the school. We still need a great 
amount of money to eliminate debt, and repair buildings, and 
meet current expenses. There is a growing zeal among the pas- 
tors to hunt out the Methodist young people for our home school, 
and as the result we are looking for quite an increase in the student 
body the coming year. I have been impressed that more care is 
needed in receiving members into our Conference, both from proba- 
tion and through transfer, so that we may have men only who will 
stand loyal to our school. It is easily seen that if we get in a large 
number of men into our Conference who are indifferent to our 
school, then we make impossible the success of the Conference 
undertaking and responsibility. 

The Woman’s Foreign and The Woman’s Home Missionary So- 
cieties are in good condition in the District, and are doing efficient 
work, not only in increasing the collections for these societies, but, 
through mission study, helping all the mission work of thechurch. 

Reports from the agents of the Permanent Fund, the Hospitals, 

Home-Finding Associations, and the Anti-Saloon League, will show 
to what extent these have been successful during the year. Their 
work is important and our church should constantly stand by them, 
but I wish to call attention to a matter referred untoin my last year ’ s 
report; that is that I believe that the Conference is far too gener- 
ous in the giving of the right of way to our pulpits to so many 
different institutions, making possible the besieging of our pas- 
tors and people with constant appeals for dates and collections of 
both money and produce. We should take care of the hospitals on 
some apportionment basis, the Home-Finding Associations by 
personal solicitation. The Anti-Saloon League and the Permanent 
Fund, as I see it, alone should have the right to our pulpits for an 
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appeal and a collection. Our pastors are subjected to too many 
insistent and, in some instances, insulting letters because you 
have passed resolutions here giving these interests a certain right 
of way to the pulpits. I am glad the recent General Conference 
made possible a commission on these questions, and I hope this 
Conference will, at this session, act upon the same. 

In two or three instances, both last year and this, I have found 
that pastors have had their work made difficult or impossible be- 
cause some other member of the Conference had come into the 
charges and spread damaging reports concerning them or their 
work. I want to say now that any man I discover doing this kind of 
work will find it very difficult to get an appointment in Burlington 
District while I am its superintendent; and I want to serve notice 
that when I have complaints again concerning a member of the 
Conference engaged in this work I shall object to the passage of 
his character. If any of you know of aijy reason why any man of 
the District is unworthy, present your charges and evidences and 
I will see that the matter is investigated, but do not take this tat- 
tling method of crippling another man in his work. 

During the year I have given some special attention to the 
rural churches; in fact, spending the most of my time among these 
appointments. I have already mentioned Kingston, which was 
last year placed at the head of a student appointment. We had no 
work in Kingston, but because of the two appointments, Howe 
Chapel and Sandridge, which were close to Kingston, and which 
could not handily be supplied from any other charge,! felt it neces- 
sary for the future of these appointments to have the student 
preach there. I regretted to do this, since the Presbyterian people 
had maintained preaching there for several years in a hall, and 
there is no reason now why we should crowd each other, but 
since I felt that they could not possibly care for our work, and that 
we could only hope to succeed by planning to keep pace with any 
advance that might come through the new people coming into that 
drainage district, it seemed to me to be necessary to take up the 
work in the little town. The student secured a Gospel team from 
i, the College to help him at holiday time and had about twenty con- 

]. versions at Howe Chapel. At the spring vacation he secured an- 

other student and held meetings at Sandridge, having about eight 
conversions. The meeting at Howe Chapel interested the Presby- 
^ terian people, who began to talk union of the two appointments, 

’! and ultimately led the Presbyterian people to abandon Kingston as 

a preaching appointment. I counseled the student to get help and 
j try for a revival in Kingston. He secured a tent and started in the 

iji last Sabbath in July, and after running a few days he got Brother 

I;; • Burns of the Donnellson appointment to help him. They ran about 
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three weeks and received 37 into the church, 11 of whom came to 
us from the Presbyterian church. Howe Chapel and King^ston 
have been united into one class, and the Chapel will be disposed 
of and a new church built in Kingston. Subscriptions are now 
being taken for this purpose. 

This last spring I sent a student, Homer Hendrickson, to Val- 
ley church, near Keokuk, and he succeeded in getting a reorgan- 
ization of that church, which had been without regular preaching for 
several years. The people have spent about $265 on improving the 
little church, and when I was down there a short time ago 1 found 
the surveyors for the Power people out there running lines, and 
learned that they had bought and held options on land all around 
the church. It looks now as though Valley church will be in the 
center of Keokuk’s manufacturing district. I had the same stu- 
dent take up Prairie Chapel appointment, which was with Yar- 
mouth Circuit last year, and also at Cairo, a little village near by, 
and believe that I will be able to form a Morning Sun Circuit of 
these two places with old Northfield church. At the latter place 
I have had another student, Earl Vandegriff, preaching every other 
Sabbath during the summer. 

The Methodist Protestant churches, one near Morning Sun and 
one near West Point, are canvassing the matter of accepting ser- 
vice from our pastors, and if this should be consummated it would 
materially assist in forming the Morning Sun Circuit and in build- 
ing up the strength of West Point Circuit. Brother Blagg of Morn- 
ing Sun, has been preaching at the former place every other Sun- 
day through the summer. The proposition from the latter place 
came through Brother Cochran, who recently preached in the 
neighborhood of this church in one of the appointments on West 
Point work. 

I believe the time has come when we should have a committee 
in each District on federation. This committee to act as an ad- 
visory committee to the District Superintendent, and jointly hav- 
ing power to unite with the other churches where the field and op- 
portunity is a limited one. . I see no reason why two denominations 
of evangelical character should continue to crowd each other and 
make thereby impossible that either should accomplish anything, 
when by uniting we might do the Lord’s work. 

I find it difficult indeed to do the work of a District Superin- 
tendent as I think it should be done, and no doubt make many 
mistakes, but I am seeking to do the work as near as I know how, 
and in the fear of God. Respectfully submitted,

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MUSCATINE DISTRICT 

In presenting my fifth report to the Bishop and members of 
the Iowa Conference, I desire to praise our Heavenly Father for 
his goodness and mercy which he has bestowed on us through the 
entire year. 

We began the year with every charge supplied with a pastor. 
All the preachers went faithfully to their places. About the middle 
of the year ill health compelled Bro. F. W. Carwell to relinquish 
his work at Lexington and he moved to Kansas. I filled his place 
by changing Bro. A. H. Barker from Victor, and placing him at 
Lexington. Then I secured Bro. Geo. A. Osborne of the Michigan 
Conference, who was left without appointment to attend school at 
Albion, Michigan, to supply Victor. These brethren have been 
very acceptable and successful with the people. 

Our Victor people have sold the old parsongae and built a new 
one costing about $2,000. About the first of June Bro. R. J. Fisher 
decided to transfer to the South Kansas Conference, for several 
reasons that I thought good; and I secured Bro. C. H. Montgom- 
ery to fill out the year, which he has done very acceptably. 

Early in the year the church at Oakville, thoroughly remodeled 
by Bro. H. E. Butler, pastor, was dedicated by Dr. E. A. Schell, 
President of Iowa Wesleyan. 

About two months after the last Conference, Rev. N. A. Swick- 
ard moved into the new parsonage at Crawfordsville, which is a 
very fine home for the pastor, costing $2,500. 

This year our new church at Muscatine has been completed 
at a cost of over $100,000, and no money will need to be raised on 
the day of dedication. This church is to be dedicated Sept. 15th, 
1912, by Dr. C. B. Mitchell of Chicago. This church is a marvel 
of beauty in architecture, inside and outside, and from every view- 
point. Our people in Muscatine have achieved one of the most 
commendable results in church construction that 1 have ever seen. 
The site of the church is so conspicuous that all comers to Musca- 
tine must see it, thus making its publicity a valuable feature. The 
interior arrangement and color scheme are comfortably conven- 
ient and bewilderingly beautiful. Dr. Grigsby and the building 
committee have displayed the artistic spirit in a very high degree. 

In January our church in Ainsworth was destroyed by fire, but 
our people there, following the leadership of the pastor, Bro. J. A. 
Glendinning, are building a substantial brick church instead of 
the wooden structure that burned, and before winter the people 
hope to be in their new church. People ask pastor’s return. 

Our people at Washington are in the midst of a great building 
enterprise. They have secured a site one block east, and across 
the street from the location of the present church. The foundation 
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is in and the work is proceeding rapidly. This church is to be 
much larger than the old one, being eighty feet wide and one hun- 
dred and twenty feet long, with a conveniently arranged basement 
under all, and the whole especially modeled in view of furnishing 
Sunday School facilities. Dr. U. S. Smith has been commendably 
active in all this enterprise, and the people have asked his return 
for the sixth year. 

At Marengo the people have determined to build a new church, 
and, with the pastor, Bro. G. R. Zimmerman, have secured a site 
on the paved street that leads south to the railroad station, so that 
all who go to or from the station must pass our church. Our Dis- 
trict Epworth League was held at Marengo, where Bro. C. R. Zim- 
merman is closing successfully his first year. 

Our people at Grandview have purchased, for $1,300, a good 
parsonage for the pastor, Bro. E. R. Bartlett. Our people at La- 
dora have spent about $1,000 in repairing the church and parson- 
age, making the interior of the church very beautiful, and placing 
a new porch and other repairs on the new parsonage, and a pros- 
perous year has attended the labors of Dr. Richards, who closes 
his first year there. 

At Brighton, our people under the leadership of Bro. T. S. Pool 
have paid off a very vexatious old debt of some $800, which has been 
a burden to them for many years. The church at Wilton has been 
re-frescoed and the woodwork was re-varnished, and the parson- 
age repaired by the addition of a bathroom and fixtures, to the 
amount of $500, where Bro. W. H. Dillon is closing his third year 
of service. On the Sweetland Circuit, at Pleasant Prairie and Mos- 
cow, Bro. Berg and the people have repaired and improved the 
churches at a cost of over $500. Bro. Berg has spent two very prof- 
itable years on this charge, and is in high favor with the people. 

At Guernsey, where Bro. Wm. Zabilka is closing his first year 
in the ministry, they have frescoed the church at a cost of about 
$ 200 . 

At Lone Tree, where Bro. J. P. Hehner is closing his first year, 
repairs have been made on the church at River Junction, and on 
the parsonage property, costing about $50. Bro. Hehner has had 
a very fine revival at Lone Tree, with many accessions, greatly 
helping the church. 

Our people at North English have done some repairs on the 
parsonage, and are contemplating very extensive repairs in 
the basement of the church; they greatly feel the need of more 
room for the Sunday school. Bro. Munster is finishing his first 
year of service, and it has been a year of great success. A fine re- 
vival was held at Yankee Point on the charge, and the church 
greatly quickened and strengthened, numerically and spiritually. 
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Bro. J.C. Brown of the Rock River Conference, assisted Bro. Mun- 
ster in this meeting. 

At Columbus Junction, our people and the pastor, Bro. A. W. 
McBlain, sold the old parsonage and are building a new three- 
story parsonage, which will cost over $3,000. It is a very fine, con- 
venient and commodious home for the preacher’s family, equipped 
with every convenience, even a special room for the pastor’s study 
and library. At the present time it is the best parsonage in the 
District. All the preachers that follow him will have reason to 
thank Bro. McBlain for planning this home for them, as well as 
himself. 

At Millersburg, the parsonage property has been improved, and 
Bro. C. L. Jordan, the pastor, has done a good year’s work, and 
the people desire his return for another year. 

At Riverside, where Bro. W. J. Scott is pastor, there has been 
one of the best revivals, if not the very best, that has come to 
that church for twenty years. The membership is almost doubled, 
and the spiritual life enlarged and intensified. Bro. J. C. Brown of 
the Rock River Conference, assisted Bro. Scott. 

At Wapello, Bro. Brooks is closing his first year, with good 
results; the parsonage has been improved by the installment of a 
furnace and other features, greatly to the comfort of the preach- 
er’s family. Our first District Conference was held there. 

At V/ellman, Bro. Patterson has had a very successful year, 
and the people are contemplating whether to remodel or to build a 
new church. The old one is no longer sufficient for the needs 
of the Sunday school and congregation. It stands on a fine site, 
centrally located, and the church is very prosperous. 

At West Chester, Bro. Rowe has done fine work, and the peo- 
ple desire his return. 

At West Liberty all departments are well organized in the 
hands of Bro. M. E. Reusch, the pastor,- who is closing his first 
year, and the people ask that Bro. Reusch be returned to them the 
coming year. 

At Williamsburg, Bro. Baumgarten has done fine service, and 
the people desire his return. He has bravely raised the standard 
of righteousness and truth, and held it up to all people, and they 
appreciate this work. At Amish, Bro. Rubottom has done faithful 
and hard work, and is closing successfully his first year. 

At Oxford, Bro. Fred. A. Smith is closing his second year. 
Bro. Smith has had a great year, fighting the saloons, the world, 
the flesh and the devil. With the aid of Bro. C. S. Cooper, the 
Anti-Saloon League and the Lord, he has won a great victory. 

Tiffin has been supplied this year by two student preachers, 
Paul S. Collier in charge, and C. B. Isaac assistant; Collier at 
Tiffin and Isaac at North Liberty. 
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At Muscatine North Circuit, Bro. E. W. Stodghill is closing 
his second year with great success. He had good revivals, with 
quite a number of accessions, greatly strengthening the charge. 

At Muscatine South Circuit, Bro. G. P. Badgley has done very 
fine and faithful work. He is closing his first year among us. He 
is a fine preacher, a good organizer, and also a good pastor. The 
charge is in the best condition it has enjoyed for several years. 

Koszta has been supplied by Bro. Thomas Reese, and this is 
his second year there as a supply. 

At Muscatine First, Dr. L. M. Grigsby is closing his second 
year, being without a church in which to worship. Our people 
used the gymnasium of the Y. M. C. A., and it is not avery churchly 
looking place, cold and damp in winter, hot and stuffy in the sum- | 

mer, with uncomfortable, clattering folding-chairs, about to break 
down with any person of average weight; it has been a tremendous \ 

strain on our people to hold services in such a place for more than | 

two years, but Dr. Grigsby and our good people have done it all | 

through, and great credit must be given them for their fortitude | 

and fidelity. 1 

At Letts, Bro. Barker is closing his second year, in great ac- 
ceptibility with his people, who desire his return. They increased 
the salary here $200 this year. 

At Keota, Bro. Scoles is closing his first year, and has had a 
very delightful and profitable year, with the universal esteem of 
the people. 

At Kalona, Bro. W. S. Moore is closing his third year, and all 
three have been crowned with the very best of success, and they 
desire his return for the fourth year. The churches on this work 
are all in good condition. Our second District Conference was 
held at Kalona. 

The Sunday Schools, the Epworth Leagues, Ladies’ Aid Socie- 
ties, Women’s Foreign Missionary Societies, Women’s Home Mis- 
sionary Societies, have all been faithfully at work to build the 
Master’s Kingdom within the bounds of our District and push the 
empire of our Lord beyond, even into foreign lands. 

The benevolences have been looked after diligently, as the 
pastors’ reports will show. In conclusion I would say, the mater- 
ial prosperity of the year has seemed to excel the spiritual pros- 
perity, but this may be only seeming, for the material is outward, 
and plainly visible, while the spiritual is hidden, and secret in the 
heart and mind of men, and may be years in unfolding the results 
of work done now. I have enjoyed every hour of this year. The 
fellowship with the pastors and their families, and the inter- 
mingling with our heroic, willing and faithful people, have been a 
constant joy to me, 
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All over the District- 1 have told the people that the preacher 
of the community is the greatest man- among them; has the great- 
est business; is the best equipped for his work; has the best aver- 
age education, and is doing the most important and necessary 
work of any man in their midst.

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— 

1 present this, my fourth annual report of the Oskaloosa Dis- 
trict, gratefully acknowledging my obligation for Divine favor 
throughout the year, and my debt of gratitude for the hearty co- 
operation of my brethren, both of the ministry and laity, in all the 
labors of the year. 

On account of one month’s sickness, and a month in attend- 
ance upon the General Conference, taking almost two entire months 
out of the twelve, the work of the district would necessarily have 
suffered had it not been for the readiness of the pastors to render 
assistance when asked, and the additional assistance afforded by 
Bros. I. O. Kemble and W. N. Hall, fortunately both living in Oska- 
loosa and available for help in quarterly meetings near there. 
Through the help of these pastors and the brethren I have been 
able to hold, with only an exception or two, all of the four Quar- 
terly Conferences of each charge through the year and part or 
whole all the quarterly meetings. 

The Pastors.— The pastors almost without exception entered 
upon their fields of labor immediately after the adjournment of 
the Conference, and have given faithful service throughout the 
year. A few changes have occurred. C. N. Pace was transferred 
by Bishop Cranston from Knoxville to the Minnesota Conference, 
and G. L. Minear was changed from What Cheer to the Knoxville 
charge. After a little delay, during which W. N. Hall supplied the 
pulpit at What Cheer, L. G. Rohrbaugh was transferred from 
South-West Kansas Conference and stationed at What Cheer. W. 
N. Hall, appointed as supply on the Tracy charge, feeling that 
his throat would not stand the strain of special meetings, asked to 
be relieved, and T. A. Brunker of Oskaloosa, was appointed in his 
stead. O. E. Hatfield, appointed to supply the Lacey charge, be- 
lieving himself in duty bound in other directions, absented him- 
self so much from the charge that I relieved him of the pastorate, 
and L. A. Moore, now present to be received on trial, was appointed 
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to the charge and has rendered efficient service. Several changes 
of relation will be asked at this session. L. R. Burdock will ask 
supernumerary relation on account of ill health and will go to 
Montana for a year. A. T. James will ask a Certificate of Loca- 
tion and will go to Florida, and G. D. Cox will ask to be left with- 
out appointment, to attend Boston School of Theology. 

The pastors, with rare exception, have pushed with commend- 
able zeal and energy the benevolent causes, and many of them will 
report “Benevolences in full,” and some have even gone beyond 
the apportionments and will report a surplus. The most serious 
mistake, where any have occurred, has been the delaying taking of 
the benevolences until too late in the year. I am confident, how- 
ever, even with this unfortunate mistake of the few, we shall re- 
port an increase as a result of the faithfulness of the many. It is 
a matter of congratulation that the largest gift of the year to the 
Endowment Fund of the of the Iowa Wesleyan College is from 
within the bounds of the Oskaloosa District. 

The pastors have also been diligent in looking after the spirit- 
ual interests of their charges, and while there have not been many 
large or general revivals, yet the revival spirit has pervaded nearly 
all of the churches, resulting in a healthy growth and excellent 
spiritual conditions. Newton, Grinnell, Brooklyn, Lynnville and 
Sully have all been favored with gracious outpourings of the Holy 
Spirit, and while in some of these the results or ingatherings have 
not been what was expected, yet the churches have been quick- 
ened. In all cases where special evangelists have been used it has 
been with the consent of the District Superintendent, and these 
have in some cases been used with good results, but in some oth- 
ers with significant failures. After some years of personal experi- 
ence, and somewhat extended observation, I place a large interro- 
gation point after the suggestion of the wisdom of employing 
special evangelists, and have a conviction that if our people would 
co-operate as heartily with the pastor in revival work we would 
have larger results, permanent results at least, with less expendi- 
ture of time, money, and church standing. 

Church Building, Improving, Etc.— The District is fortun- 
ately so well supplied with churches and parsonages that there has 
been little demand for any effort in that direction. The church at 
Bussey, in process of erection at our last session, has been com- 
pleted and was dedicated by President Schell of the Iowa Wes- 
leyan College, free of debt. A number of improvements in churches 
and parsonages have been made during the year, and some are 
planned for the year to come. 

Special Agencies.— We have had laboring in the District for 
the year two deaconesses. Miss Carrie B. Plasterer of the Chicago 
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Training School, and Miss Alice B. Williams of Des Moines Train- 
ing School, both of whom have rendered excellent service, espe- 
cially among the young people and in the Epworth and Junior 
Leagues. One of our number, W. P. Stoddard, living at Grinnell, 
has been for the ye^r one of the Cor. Secretaries of the Iowa 
Methodist Hospital, his field of labor, however, not limited totheDis- 
trict, and the Executive Board of the Hospital, through the Board 
of Directors, have requested his appointment in the same relation 
for another year. We have also within the District the Iowa Wes- 
leyan College President’s assistant, H. N. Smith, who has proven 
his fitness for the position he holds by securing largely through 
his personal effort from within the District the largest single do- 
nation made during the year on the endowment fund now being 
raised for the college. 

Church Societies, Organizations, Etc. — The Sabbath 
Schools, almost without exception, are in excellent condition, and 
many of them growing in interest and numbers. The largest 
growth in both respects has been in the Central church at Oska- 
loosa, where the Sabbath School now enrolls over one thousand, 
many if not the majority of them, men and women, and including 
all the members of the Official Board. While the Epworth Leagues 
are not organized in all of the churches where they should be, and 
mostly for want of leadership, yet many of them are doing good 
work and maintaining Bible and Missionary Study classes. The 
Junior League has been organized' in a number of the churches 
and is doing good work. The W. H. M. and the W. F. M. Socie- 
ties are at work in most of the’ charges, and in healthy and active 
condition, while the Ladies’ Aid Society in many charges is among 
the most active and potent agencies that the church has, and is 
doing a splendid work in keeping the churches and parsonages in 
good repair, and in not a few cases aiding materially in the pas- 
tor’s support. The Methodist Brotherhood is, almost without ex- 
ception, a failure, and the Knights of the Holy Grail, organized in 
several of the charges with the hope of finding a solution of the 
boy problem, has failed to accomplish what was hoped, and the 
pastors are still seeking a solution of the problem. 

Changes.— It is a matter of regret that changes in the pastor- 
ates will occur, sometimes through the restlessness of the pastors, 
and sometimes through the restlessness of the people. The pros- 
pect is, how’ever, that we shall have fewer of these than usual. A 
few changes will be recommended in the pastoral charges, with the 
aim to secure as a minimum salary $800.00 and parsonage. All the 
changes to this end that had been planned will not be recom- 
mended this Conference on account of the unwillingness of the 
churches to acquiesce in the change, but these changes will event- 
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ually be made unless adequate support is forthcoming the coming 
year. It is a matter of gratification that the Sully charge, organ- 
ized as the result of the purchase of the church property at Sully 
from the Methodist Protestant Church, having associated with it 
the Taintor and Peoria churches, has met in full its obligations to 
ministerial support and the benevolences, and though inconvenient 
for travel, will remain in its present form for another year, with 
confidence that by that time a better and more satisfactory adjust- 
ment can be made. The same conditions prevail in the Lynnville 
charge, which, though now a student charge, prefers to remain so 
for another year in the confidence of a better adjustment at that 
time than is possible now, especially as the change now would ne- 
cessitate the change of pastors, which is not desired by the people. 
Other changes which if not made at this session will be recom- 
mended for the future will be the combining of the Harvey and 
Tracy charges, and as soon as proper adjustment can be made, 
the organization of a Knoxville Circuit. Ollie and Hayesville, for- 
merly constituting part of the Ollie charge, will be connected with 
the Martinsburg circuit and served by a pastor, with an assistant. 

Conferences, Conventions, Etc.— Two sessions of the Dis- 
trict Conference were held, one at What Cheer, soon after Confer- 
ence, and the other at Kellogg early in June, each of them well at- 
tended and of special interest. We were favored at the session in 
June in having Bishop Hughes with us, whose presence and preach- 
ing were greatly appreciated. The Woman’s Home Missionary Soci- 
ety held its convention at Montezuma, and the Woman’s Foreign 
Society at Brooklyn, each of them successful and of special interest. 
The Epworth League Convention held at Brooklyn was a splen- 
did rally of the young people of the district and inspiring to all 
who were there. The first District Conference of the coming year 
will be held at Hedrick, and as soon after the adjournment of the 
Conference as possible. 

It is again my privilege and certaintly a pleasure to welcome 
the Annual Conference for entertainmeht within the bounds of the 
Oskaloosa District, and it is especially so this time on account of 
the peculiar relation between the presiding officer, or Bishop, and 
this session of our Conference being held here in Newton, the 
place of his admission on trial on this the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of that event. Of course we do not want you to overlook the 
fact that he began his eventful career within the Oskaloosa Dis- 
trict, was recommended for admission on trial by the District Con- 
ference of the Oskaloosa District, and was received on trial within 
the bounds of the Oskaloosa District by the Annual Conference, 
and is now presiding over the Iowa Conference at its session within 
the bounds of the Oskaloosa District, where he entered the itiner-

ancy twenty-five years ago; so that we have special interest and 
pleasure in welcoming you at this time in this place. I am confi- 
dent that Newton, as did Pella two years ago, will give you such 
hearty welcome and royal entertainment that you will want to come 
again and will remind you that when you do, Oskaloosa, with its 
large church, its magnificent Sabbath School, its enthusiastic Ep- 
worth League, its population of more than ten thousand, its splen- 
did street railway system, its fine equipment of automobiles, its 
unparalleled system of restaurants and cafes, accommodating 
from fifty to one hundred each at a meal; its open homes and open 
hearts, has the Harvard plan latch-string hanging to the outside.

One of the 
greatest helps, if not the greatest, has been the automobiles, al- 
most always at my service, and a great economizer of time and 
strength, and somewhat of money, as they are owned and operated 
by others who place them at our service. 

Not at all in the spirit of boasting, but with true modesty and • 
genuine sincerity, we close this year of history^ of the Oskaloosa 
District with its year’s record of unstinted labors and zeal on the 
part of the pastors, giving to the churches under their care their 
very best in the way of service and sacrifice, with the hearty co- 
operation in effort and support on the part of the people, with the 
salaries nearly all paid in full, and the benevolences, almost with- 
out exception, all taken and raised in full, with the Sabbath Schools 
and Epworth Leagues on the up-grade, with a vigorous and healthy 
spiritual condition prevailing in nearly all the charges and most 
of the churches, we unhesitatingly throw down the gauntlet and 
issue the challenge with confidence that the only thing within the 
Iowa Conference that will excel, or even equal, the Oskaloosa 
District in its record this year will be the Oskaloosa District in the 
year to come.

Bishop Hughes and Brethren— 

Changes.— Soon after Conference I was reminded of the old 
hymn, “Change and decay all around I see.” 1 am glad to report 
that though much change there has not been decay. 
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Shortly after Conference, Brother Gilliland, who was appoint- 
ed to Douds, transferred to an Illinois Conference, andE. C. Sand- 
meyer was transferred from the St. Louis Conference to fill the 
vacancy. 

Oliver Kelso, supply at Iconium, gave up his work early in the 
year and C. R. Young is supplying the charge. 

In the early part of November Bishop Quayle sent Bro. D. R 
Martin from Albia to Muscogee, Okla., and W. H. Neil was trans- 
ferred to Albia. 

E. Madrigal M., having been called to his home in South Amer- 
ica, resigned his work at Avery, which has been supplied by W. L. 
Simmer, a student from our Iowa Wesleyan College. 

,C. W. Cochran, owing to a depleted physical condition follow- 
ing a severe surgical operation, relinquished his work at Eddy- 
ville, which is supplied by W. E. Whitlock. 

Kenneth Smith, finding his work at Floris too taxing in con- 
nection with his school work, resigned and the place has been 
cared for by Jesse Rudkin, local preacher from Agency. 

Our pastor at Highland, W. E. Overturf, withdrew from the 
membership and ministry of the Methodist Episcopal church and 
returned to his first love, the Baptist church. Highland church 
was placed under the care of Brother Huff of Farson, and Epworth 
attached to Agency for the remainder of the year. 

Our College.— We are gratified with the success of our col- 
lege interests, and rejoice with President Schell and his assistant. 
Dr. H. N. Smith, in the victories of the endowment campaign. 
Special mention should be made of the gift of Brother and Sister 
Anson Powell of Cantril, who deeded a $15,000 farm to the school 
on an annuity basis. Building as we are upon the foundation laid 
in sacrifice and with prayer, our only course worthy of our history 
and commensurate with the needs of the school is forward. A 
growing loyalty of support, both of money and students, will keep 
this school what it ought to to be,— one of the best in the middle 
West. 

Permanent Fund.— Two things we have tried to keep espe- 
cial track of, the interests of the education of our ministry and the 
provision for their old age. 

Rev. J. C. Kendrick has had as much success as could have 
been looked for this year after the crop failures of last year, cov- 
ering most of the area of our District. I hope by next Conference 
we will be able to report the first goal reached and a good impetus 
for a second of at least an equal amount. 

Benevolences.— We have had an unusually difficult year for 
collections; nevertheless, I think we will at least measure up to 
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last year. The credit of this is due to the patient fidelity of the 
pastors and loyalty of our laymen. 

Buildings and Improvements.— The new church at Jerome was 
dedicated the 17th of last December. The credit of this splendid 
enterprise is due the people under the leadership of my predeces- 
sor, the former pastor, James Priestnal, and the present pastor, J. 
H. Krenmyre. 

Ottumwa First Church will expend about $7,000 or $8,000 on the 
church in the way of repairs and improvements. 

Albiahas made extensive repairs and improved the parsonage. 

Milton is installing a heating plant which will cost some $600. 

Richland has sold their parsonage and will soon build a new 
one near the church. 

Other repairs and improvements have put most or our proper- 
ties in a good condition. We are in need of two new churches in 
the district. 

Conferences and Conventions.— Very profitable sessions of 
the District Conference were held in Unionville and Eldon, re- 
spectively. 

The District Epworth League Convention was held in Milton 
in June. The hospitality of the pastor, O. G. Orcutt, and of the 
Milton people, with the fine spiritual tone of the convention, made 
it one of the best gatherings of the year. 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society held a profitable Dis- 
trict Convention in Moulton in April. 

The Foreign Missionary Society held their District Convention 
the latter part of the same month in Albia. 

The Ottumwa churches entertained the Quarterly Meeting of 
the Des Moines branch July 11-12. 

Support.— The majority of our charges will be in full on pas- 
toral support, but we have some which do not pay enough to keep 
even a single man. We have preachers who are either using up 
their inheritance or mortgaging their future. It is high time for 
the church to arise to the dignity of being supported, not begged for. 

The church stands as a community beggar, and the pastor who 
is treated as a mendicant can never hope to attract and hold the 
respect of the wide-awake business people. We do not listen long 
to a beggar’s sermon. Of course the preacher who does not do the 
work should not be sent out. We cannot get on with loafers in 
the ministry; the church has a right to demand intelligent, indus- 
trious preachers, but it likewise must demand a respectable sup- 
port. The preacher who consents to go to the place which does 
not offer him a support must either expect to supplement his sal- 
ary or go in debt, and if the latter,, when can he hope to liquidate 
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these obligations? The Lord raise us up Stewards who collect 
for the support of the church, but never “beg for the preacher.” 

Spiritual.— The Conference year began with a good outlook 
for revivals, but the severe winter and bad roads greatly hindered 
the country work as well as in town and city. A number of gra* 
cious meetings, however, were held, and some added to the church. 

Our Sunday Schools have made gains during the year, and the 
Epworth League is a valuable asset in most of the churches. 1 
am of the conviction that the League devotional meeting should 
turn more and more to prayer and testimony, and thus develop 
more young people who know how to pray and testify in the pub- 
lic meeting. 

We are praying for a mighty revival which will restore to many 
homes the family altar, Bible study. Sabbath-keeping and clean 
living, with a zeal for the honor of God and extension of His king- 
dom. I thank God for the bleesings He has given the pastors and 
people of the district, and for His patience and presence with us. 
I have tried to do my duty and keep busy. 

I appreciate the well-done work of my predecessor, and the 
kindness and hospitality of the ministers and laity.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 



EDUCATION 

The agitation and education of the past quadrenium as to the 
larger service -of the Board of Education, enacted into law by the 
recent General Conference, commands our admiration and challenges 
our larger endeavor. It ranks the Board of Education with the other 
great benevolent boards of the Church as a potential and tremendous 
factor of counectonal service. 

The Board of Education is entitled to our heartiest sympathy and 
co-operation. The General Conference at Minneapolis, greatly en- 
larged the scope of its work and increased its responsibilities. The 
Chil Iren’s Day Fund has aided twenty thousand young people to 
secure an education. The requirements of the Discipline regarding 
it should be strictly observed. The fund for the aid of institutions 
is worthy of increasing artention. The public educational collection 
is now divided, by the order of the last General Conference, between 
the local institutions and the Board of Education — twenty per cent 
going to the Board of Education for its Aid of Institutions Fund. 
The action of the General Conference providing for refunding to in- 
stitutions in process of endowment a large portion or all of the above 
mentioned twenty per cent (see New Discipline, Par. 456), seems to us 
timely and considerate. It is our opinion that this will be necessary 
to Iowa Wesleyan College until the present forward movement for 
$500,000 shall have been completed and its pledge converted into pro- 
ductive endowment. Certain it is this is true for the coming year. 
The plans of the Board Membership and for contributions to a Gen- 
eral Fund are timely. The creation of great boards and funds out- 
side of the Church has placed many of our colleges at a disadvantage, 
and there is urgent need of a larger support for our own Board 
of Education. 

The Board merits earnest co-operation in its attempt to care for 
the schools among the mountaineers of the South. The influence 
of these schools is beyond estimate. Every pastor should get the 
facts and give diligent attention to this collection. This work will, 
hereafter, be cared for out of the twenty per cent of the Public Educa- 
tional Collection, received by the Board of Education. Every dollar 
of shortage in the collection means serious embarrassment. The sal- 
aries of many principals, meager at best, cannot be paid unless the 
apportionment is raised in full. 

THE CHRISTIAN STUDENT and the other publications of the 
Board are exceedingly valuable. We urge all our people to secure 
the literature now published by the Board of Education and to make 
themselves intelligent regarding the great educational work of the 
Church. The indorsement given by the General Conference to the 
work of the Board is a sufficient guarantee of its worth. 

The importance of caring for the Methodist students in tax-sup- 
ported institutions cannot be over estimated. The problem is serious 
and calls for immediate attention. In our opinion the burden of this 
budget is naturally and legitimately with the Board of Home Missions 
and should accrue to the benefit of churches located at the seats of 
tax-supported institutions which need financial aid in supporting the 
pastors and associate pastors necessary to give proper pastoral 
oversight and supervision to Methodist students attending such in- 
stitutions. 
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We recommend the election of an annual Conference Boaid of 
Education for the Iowa Conference at its present session as called 
for in the Discipline, Paragraph 452. We suggest that the Conference 
Board of Education consist of ten members, one minister and one lay- 
man from each district, and two members at large. 

IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE has had, what in many ways is 
the greatest year in its history. We are gratified to recount the 
large increase in the number of students and the most hearty co- 
operation of faculty, trustees and conference visitors. The comple- 
tion of another unit of $100,000 in our endowment campaign stirs our 
enthusiasm and prompts our. ambition to larger achievements. The 
devotion to the cause of education shown in the numerous generous 
gifts to this second endowment unitl notably in the Powell and Ealy 
annuity gifts is an earnest of a brighter future for this Mother of our 
Trans-Mississippi Colleges. 

The splendid leadership of Pres. Schell and the sacrificial de- 
votion of all those connected with him in our College work are ap- 
imeciated and worthy beyond our power to express. We renew our 
allegiance and will exert ourselves to the utmost to keep the student- 
body growing in numbers, especially in the College department until 
Iowa Wesleyan shall have become the chosen College of a legitimate 
and natural proportion of the College going Methodist youth of our 
territory. 

At the Commencement Meeting of the trustees and visitors on 
.lum 11th and 12th a resolution was passed unanimously which 
raises a new slogan for Iowa Wesleyan College. It is 

$500, 000. IOWA WESLEYAN FORWARD MOVEMENT. $500,000. 

This Forward Movement dates with the beginning of the present 
endowment movement in 1907 ; it gives credit for the $200,000.00 al- 
ready pledged and announced. It leaves $300,000 yet to raise. This 
must be completed by January 1st, 1916, under the standardization 
requirements of our National and State Educational Associations, and 
also, of our Methodist University Senate. 

Out of this forward movement Iowa Wesleyan will complete its 
Halt-Million-Endowment and nave adequate resources to cover its 
r resent overdraft, shrinkage, and campaign expenses. This Forward 
Movement has our hearty endorsement. The prosperity of the State 
an l Church, and the friendly attitude of men destined to become 
great givers to Educational endowment makes the present an exceed- 
ingly opportune time for carrying forward this great work, 
ii Immediate support is fully as essential and important as the build- 

I iiig of great endowments. We are already late in realizing that our 

I educational institutions, constitute the fountain head of the Church’s 

I . leadership in the ministry, the mission fields, the schools, and the 

I ranks of the layity, and must be as generously supported as any 

i other great benevolence in the Church. During the six years of the 

I life of Iowa Wesleyan recent emergency fund, this Conference con- 

I tributed through annual collections and emergency collections, an 

I annual average of fully $10,000. No money contributed by the Iowa 

I Conference has been more profitably invested, than this. Realizing 

I that the time has fully come to take an advance step we apportion 

\ to the Iowa Conference for the General Educational Collection, 50c 

■ per member on the basis of full membership at the last annual ses- 

I sion, and will make this goal our objective until we attain it. That 

no hardship may be experienced on account of this advance we re- 
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commend the Administration to continue to recognize students who 
are worthy and needy, and properly recommended by their quarterly 
conferences as beneficiary students at Iowa Wesleyan on the follow- 
ing basis: Commencing with the year 1913 those churches con- 

tributing 33 l-3c per member; in 1914, those churches contributing 
40c per member; and in 1915 and thereafter those churches contrib- 
uting 50c per member. We do this with the understanding that the 
Board of Education will adjust with the Administration the matter 
of the twenty per cent, on the basis indicated in our reference above 
to Paragraph 456, Sec. 2, of the Discipline. 

The terms of Trustees, Thos. Osborn, D. D., George T. Pulliam and 
J. E. Peterson having expired at this session, these same brethren 
are hereby re-elected conference trustees of Iowa Wesleyan College 
for another term of four years each. 

A. B. Hightshoe is hereby elected conference visitor to Iowa Wes- 
leyan College for the ensuing term of three years. 

We hereby elect as conference visitors to our Theological Sem- 
inaries for the ensuing year as follows: Drew Theological Seminary, 

Chas. B. Hankins, B. D. ; Garrett Biblical Institute, Hardy A. Ing- 
am, D. D. ; Boston University Theological Seminary, J. A. Glendinning, 
A. B.; Iliff School of Theology, H. N. Smith, Ph. D. 

The American University at our Nation’s Capital cannot be too 
highly commended. Notwithstanding 1700 applications for regis- 
tration have been received at its offices it is not yet ready to open 
its doors for students. Its property, endowment, and annuity holdings 
aggregate more than two and one-half millions of value. It also 
has large material prospects in wills. We pray God’s blessing upon 
it and hope it may realize its worthy and noble ambition. With the 
Methodist Episcopal Church for its sponsor and guide, the Protestant- 
ism of America its sympathetic friend, the Smithsonian Institution, the 
Carnegie Institution, the Libraries of Congress, the Departments of 
the National Government and various other multiform treasures of 
the Nation, aggregating more than half a hundred millions of value, 
open to its prospective students absolutely free and all these main- 
tained at the expense and under the direction of their governing 
boards, the American University ought to become the greatest center 
of universal learning in the world. 

When we can further its interests without in any way jeopard- 
izing or hindering the progress of our other institutions, we shall 
have joy in the service. 

Its Board of Trustees having unanimously elected John W. 
Hancher, Counselor of American University, we hereby request Bishop 
Hughes to appoint him to that position. 



EPWORTH LEAGUE 

Recognizing in the Epworth League plan of work an instrument 
of greatest blessing to the young life of Methodism, we most earnest- 
ly appeal to our Epworthians that they endeavor to make this organi- 
zation a spiritual power in turning the devotional meetings more 
and more toward prayer and testimony, thus assisting in their quest 
for the “highest New Testament Standard of experience and life,’’ 
and at the same time making it a training school in Christian service. 
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2. Recognizing the wise choice of our recent General Confer- 
ence in the election of men of special ability as General Secretary 
and Editor of the Epworth Herald, we pledge our hearty co-opera- 
tion in increasing the efficiency of the Epworth League. 

3. We desire to urge upon our Epworth Leagues the great im- 
portance of classes for Bible and Mission Study, and recommend their 
organization on all our charges. 

We pray that more and more our young Methodism shall become 
a mighty factor in world-evangelism. 



EVANGELISM 

Realizing the importance of prayer in the salvation of the lost, 
and recalling the mighty victories of Penticost, Wales and India — the 
latter so graphically brought to us by our beloved Bishop Warne — 
we prayerfully recommend that Thursday of the recognized week of 
prayer be devoted entirely to definite prayer for world wide evangelism. 

Having recognized a growing tendency to under-estimate the 
old time type of revival, while not in any way condemning or de- 
tracting from any other method, we earnestly call our Conference and 
all of our people to renewed consecration to the former Biblical and 
Historic method, and further urge that in all revival effort empha- 
sis be laid upon the conversion of the youth and personal evangel- 
ism by heart to heart contact. 

We earnestly recommend that each District Superintendent as 
soon as possible secure a suitable evangelist from among the mem- 
bers of the Conference to work continuously on his district, placing 
him throughout the conference year where in his judgment he will 
be most needed; said evangelist to receive reasonable support, such 
support to be paid from a fund created in each district for such pur- 
pose, to be raised in part at least from the free will offerings of the 
people where the meetings are held. 

Prompted by the addresses of Bishop Hughes, as well as personal 
observation, we call attention to the fact that there is a growing ten- 
dency to desert the Sunday night service; and having noted that the 
pastors who have no Sunday night problem are the ones who are 
preaching the Glorious old Gospel without any sensational embel- 
lishments, without presuming to be dictatorial, we earnestly recom- 
mend that all our pastors make their Sunday night services evan- 
gelistic.

TEMPERANCE 

1. We approve of our own Church Temperance Society as our 
agency for the education and promotion of total abstinence among 
our people and recommend that the provision of the Discipline be 
carried out in all our charges. 

2. For reasons of justice and fairness to states and Communi- 
ties who have freed themselves from the liquor curse, we therefore 
urge our Senators and Representatives in Congress to support, both 
with their influence and votes, the Kenyon-Shepherd bill now pending 
and to vigorously oppose the efforts of the liquor interests of the 
country to delay or defeat it. 

3. We are unalterably opposed to the enactment of any measure 
looking toward the restoration of the sale of intoxicants in our army 
canteens. 

4. We rejoice in the strong endorsement of the work and methods 
of the Anti-Saloon League by our last General Conference and we 
desire without reserve to state that for Iowa, we believe the League 
methods to be the safe, sane and effective way to drive the saloon 
from our borders, and ultimately to secure such amendments to our 
State Constitution as shall forever prohibit the liquor traffic in Iowa. 

5. We hereby unqualifiedly express our unreserved confidence 
in the moral and Christian integrity of the officers and management 
of the Iowa Anti-Saloon League. 

6. We believe it would result in a great calamity to our State 
should the Shankland bill become a law. The secret ballot is what 
the liquor man wants, and what the liquor man wants for his traffic’s 
sake we must oppose for the sake of our homes. 

7. We hereby nominate C. L. Stafford and C. L. Tennant to rep- 
resent us on the board of truste s of the Iowa Anti-Saloon League 
and request the re-appointment by the Bishop of C. S. Cooper as 
Anti-Saloon League District Superintendent and urge that the pul- 
pits of every church in the Conference be open once a year to permit 
the presentation of his work and give our people a chance to hasten 
its success. The time of the presentation to be fixed by the pastor 
in consultation with the District Superintendent. 

8. We have enjoyed the visit and addressee of Dr. Clarence True 
Wilson, of Topeka, Kansas, General Secretary of the Church Temper- 
ance Society and cordially invite him to visit us again. 
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FOREIGN MISSIONS 

We are profoundly moved by the crisis upon us, the foreign 
fields being white unto harvest and our Boards having insufficient 
means to meet the needs of the hour. As a church at home we ought 
at once, to faithfully lay on the altar God’s tithe; to adequately in- 
crease our workers by a revival tide that consecrates to “Here am I 
send me,” the noblest of our young people in Sunday Schools, Epworth 
Leagues, and Colleges; and to adjust our administration for largest 
effectiveness. 

We appreciate the splendid work of our missionaries — most of 
them carrying burdens far too great for them to long endure without 
additional workers and means. We regret deeply that their conser- 
vative estimates made on the fields are reduced a half or even three 
fifths by the home Boards in supply. 

Through the “Commission on Finance,” we expect splendid things. 
We shall do all we can as a conference to help place in their hands 
the $4,000,000, instead of the $2,800,000, now given by the church. To 
this end w'e urge the general use of the duplex envelope system. 

We have been cheered by the presence and words of Bishop F. 
W. Warne and Dr. S. P. Craver. 

With India’s converts, in our Methodist Episcopal mission alone, 
coming continuously from heathenism, for the last six years at the 
rate of two hundred a month; with the church in Latin America 
steadily growing and spiritually deepening for greater conquests; 
with China, a nation born in a day, appealing to those who led her 
into the light to give her at once every possible assistance to take 
step with Christendom and modern civilization; and with the whole 
world every where increasingly calling for missionaries and means, 
we must move forward and keep step with the Providence of God.

INTER-CONFERENCE COMMISSION 

In accordance with the instructions of the Fall Conferences of 
1911, your Commission called an Iowa State Convention, February 
13-14, 1912, in First Methodist Episcopal church, Des Moines, Iowa. 
Bishop McDowell of Chicago presiding. 

In this the second State Convention of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Iowa Methodism was well represented. Seventeen out of 
twenty-one District Superintendents were in attendance, laymen, 
young and older, were prominent on the program and in committee, 
the five Methodist Colleges were officially represented, ministers from 
all parts of the State were gathered together and the now sainted 
Emory Miller, who was a member of the first State Convention held 
in 1881, was present to give us his benediction. 

The chief subjects presented to and discussed by the Convention 
were: The Rural Church, The Church and Labor, Iowa’s Educational 

Problems, Interdenominational Comity, The Liquor Traffic; these be- 
ing of general interest to all Iowa Methodists. These subjects were 
ably presented by men known to be specialists and discussed freely 
by the members of the Convention. 

The Convention requested the appointment of a Committee by 
the President of the Convention to meet with like Committees from 
other Evangelical bodies to prepare a tentative proposition for feder- 
ation; said committee to consist of one member of each Conference 
of Iowa. This joint committee consisting of members of the Baptist, 
Congregational, Disciples, Protestant, Episcopalian, Methodist Episco- 
pal, Presbyterian and United Presbyterian churches met in Des Moines 
April 18th. 1912, and the accompanying preamble and constitution 
was agreed upon as a basis for Christian co-operation within the 
State. 
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Your Commission suggests that the six representatives to which 
the Methodist Episcopal Church is entitled in this proposed Federal 
Council be selected as follows: One from each of the Federated 

Conferences, and two at large to be chosen by the residing Bishop. 

The appointment of a pastor for Methodist Students in State Edu- 
cational Institutions is highly important. The field of opportunity is 
great. The general plan is being followed with success by other de- 
nominations. In Iowa the plan proposed has met with cordial re- 
ception. Some of the District Superintendents have stated that the 
appeal for aid has been received with most hearty response. The 
plan called forth praise from our Board of Education and among 
those who are urging the movement are Brown College Presidents 
in Iowa. During the present year money has been raised towards 
the support of one or more such pastors for students. Each District 
in the State was asked to provide $100. It is certain that at least 
one pastor for students can be supported the coming year. The 
matter of appointment of such pastor is in the hands of the presid- 
ing Bishop, together with the District Superintendent and the Pastor 
where such State Educational Institution may be located. The pas- 
tor for students is to be called University or College Pastor; and his 
work, under the approval and supervision of the resident pastor, shall 
be devoted solely to the student life and needs in the neighboring 
College or University. His support shall be provided by the Inter- 
Conference Commission of Iowa, unless otherwise arranged. 

We recommend that the Annual Conferences endorse our plan 
of work, provide for the apportionment of $100 per District, under 
the supervision of the District Superintendent, elect the representa- 
tives required from Each Annual Conference on the Inter-Confer- 
ence Commission, and otherwise authorize the further labors of this 
Commission.

HOSPITAL VISITORS 

The Iowa Methodist Hospital began its ministry of healing in a 
modest way, eleven and one-half years ago, opening its doors for ser- 
vice in Jan. 1901, with an equipment of thirty beds. It treated, dur- 
ing its first year, about three hundred patients. The growth of the 
institution has been phenominal. It is now housed in a building of 
magnificent proportions, with an equipment of two hundred and fifty 
beds. Last year it cared for 2835 patients. Service has been rendered 
to 15366 patients up to Jan. 1, 1912. 

The institution is well equipped with modern appliances, for the 
treatment of all forms of disease: Operating rooms. Sterilizing 

rooms, X-Ray, Mechano Therapy and Orthopedic departments. All 
are prepared to do thoroughly the work for which they are intended. 

The hospital has a very high record for the successful treatment 
of disease, maintaining a low death rate. Some of the cures' effected 
are little less than miraculous. The hospital does not pose as a 
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charitable institution, nevertheless it does a great deal of charity 
work. Last year it did free work, including surgical and medical ser- 
vice, amounting to more than $40,000. 

Methodist preachers and their wives residing in the state and 
needing treatment are received as guests of the hospital without 
charge. 

Your visitors, who had the privilege of visiting the hospital 
more than once during the year were shown every courtesy by the 
Superintendent, W. T. Graham. Every department was open for our 
inspection. We found evidence on every hand of good management. 

The hospital is worthy of the hearty support of Iowa Methodists. 
We recommend it to those who may need the service of such an in- 
stitution. 

The Rev. W. P. Stoddard has rendered valuable service to the 
hospital as corresponding secretary and we recommend his appoint- 
ment for the coming year. We nominate for election as members 
of the Board of Directors: C. L. Stafford, J. M. McClelland and G. 

L. Minear; as visitors, W. H. Perdew and H. F. Gilbert.

He was a close student of the church and was one of the staunch, 
old-time Methodists. For forty-six years he had been a regular read- 
er of the Central Christian Advocate. The writer has often heard him 
tell of his great longing for the advancement of the Kingdom of God 
among men. 

Out of the large class admitted in 1870 W. G. Wilson, D. C. Bevan 
and C. L. Stafford remain as members of theconference, C. L. Stafford 
being the only one in active work, presided at the funeral at 
Newton, May 24th, assisted by F. S. Seeds, Rev. Geo. Furniss of the 
Presbyterian church, who preached the Baccalaureate sermon Sun- 
day evening, H. C. Millice, Rev. R. F. Jamison of the United Presby- 
terian church, and J. M. McClelland. Other members of the confer- 
ence present were, I. O. Kemble and A. N. Courtney. Others present 
were Evangelist Rev. Hamilton and Prof. Heaton, with whom he had 
recently labored in special services in Newton, and Rev. W. L. 
Bright, of the Lutheran church. 

The music was furnished by a double quartet from the church 
choir, Mrs. T. M. Rogers, Mrs. R. L. Arnold, Mrs. Grace Allen, Miss 
Blanche Maytag, R. L. Arnold, J. A. Winger, T. H. Maytag and Fred 
Hough. Prof. Heaton, greatly loved by Brother Potter, sang a beauti- 
ful solo. 

The G. A. R. Post of Newton, of which Brother Potter was an 
honored member and which furnished the pall bearers, and the W. R. 
C. attended in a body, the large church being filled to pay the last 
tribute to one whom they held in the highest esteem. He was a lover 
of his church and its pastor and was warm in his support of all that 
pertained to the upbuilding of the church. 

At the close of the service the Ladies Aid Society furnished a 
lunch to the funeral party who then took the train for Lynnville, where 
the services were in charge of H. C. Millice, assisted by A. N. Court- 
ney. The burial service of the church being used, the G. A. R. then 
gave their beautiful service, “Taps” were sounded and the body of 
John Potter, Soldier for his country and his Christ, was at rest.
